STRIKE TO BRING 
RELIEF INCREASE 


More Than 8,000 Expected 


To be Added To Rolls lf 


Miners Walk Out 


THREE GROUPS UNITE

if the general strike of soft coal

While the state s 30.000 miners 
worked full speed to bolster pro­ 
duction and to create a surplus tc 
carry over in an emergency, coun­ 
ty relief directors in the coal dis­ 
tricts estim ated that from a quai- 
ter to a half of the m iners in their 
counties would be forced to seek 
state aid as the strike progressed. 
The most 
serious problem im­ 
pends in Athens 
county, 
where 
more than a third of the popula­ 
tion is already on relief. County 
officials there estim ated that a n ­ 
o ther third would be on the rolls 
lf the strike lasts more than two 
weeks. 
Guernsey county estim ates indi­ 
cated th at 1,500 of 
the county’s 
3.000 miners 
would be on relief 
after a month. 
Belmont county ex­ 
pected 1,000 to be added to the 
present 1.500 within the sam e time 
and 
another 
1.000 
after 
two 
months. 
Sixty-five 
hundred 
are 
working there new. 
Harrison county, with but 50 on 
relief now, looked for an additional 
nine hundred in event of a pro­ 
tracted strike. 


Athens county appropriated STJ.- 
OOO for June relief—th e largest sum 
since relief was instituted here. Al­ 
most 1 .3 0 0 m iners’ families are re­ 
ceiving relief aid 
to 
supplement 
their earnings, and 3.200 more are 
completely on relief. 
Officials es­ 
tim ated 3,000 more would be on re­ 
lief two weeks after 
the strike 
gets under way. 
Coshocton county,
